General New 
was advised today by John H. Ed- 
wards, solicitor of the postoffice de- 
partment, and Chief Postal Inspector

justice in the prosecution of mail 
fraud cases on the pzart of oil pro- 
noters, 

In making public the report, the 
postmaster general also declared the 
postoffice department intended “to 
move in the most vigorous and *¢ per- 


sistent manner possible for the en- 
foreement of both the commercial law 
and the fraud order statutes against 
the fraudulent use of the mails not 
only in the sale of fraudulent oil 
stocks but all other cases involving 
fraud in the mails. 

Mr. New said the government had 
been appealed to “by disillusioned 
stockholders to stop the oil stock 
frauds” after “wild cat promoters” 
had escaped prosecution by state au- 
thorities. Postoffice inspectors, he 
added, have been working since last 
summer on more than 200 cases, 
many of which have already gone to 
the grand jury now in session at Fort 
W orth. 

The report to Mr. New follows, in 
part: 

“More than $100,000,000 is the es- 
timate placed by postoffice inspectors 
upon the amount of money filched 
from the publie during the past five 
years by oil stock promoters operat- 
ing in the state of Texas. This state- 
ment challenges the attention of the 
country and demands speedy and cer- 
tain action. Postoffice inspectors also 
report that companies and syndicates 
have been organized, run their course 
and passed away by hundreds during 
these five years, leaving approximate- 
ly a half million stockhoiders scat:

Ordinance Committee 
Would Apply to Every 
City Government De- 
partment. 


A move to strip Chief Beavers and 
other city department heads of au- 
thority in naming or promoting men 
in their departments was made by 
the ordinance committee of cify coun- 
cil Friday in approving Alderman W. 
B. Hartfield’s amendment to the Nut- 
ting ordinance defining the powers 
and duties of heads of municipal de- 
partments. 

The amendment, which will be sub- 
mitted to conneil at its next meeting, 
will, if adopted, end the elash of au- 
thority in the potice department by 
definitely settling complete power on | 
the police committee; it was stated | 
by its supporters. 

The amendment is to an ordinance | 
introduced in council on June 6, 1913, 
by former Councilman J. R.° Nut- 
ting, giving the heads of various city 
departments the power to nominate 
for promotion all persons on the eli- 
gible list. Section 1 of the amend- 
ment reads as follows: “Provided, 
however, while it shall be the privi- 
lege of the head of said department 
to make such nominations, neverthe- 
less when he shall have submitted

as many as six names and no election 
is had, then it shall be the duty of 
the board, commission or commiftee 
to elect such person from the list 
of those eligible as they may see fit 
and without the nomination of the 
head of such department.”

He was making his 
way to Los Angeles, and intimated 
that he would leave Atlanta after a 
day or two of rest, but following de- 
velopments of Friday, Mr. Burns stat- 
ed that he would probably remain over 
until Sunday or possibly Monday. 

In discussing the Chapman affair, 
Mr. Burns stated that the department 
of justice would investigate thorough- 
ly and that the result of the investi- 
gations might lead to arrests.

“In July, 1780, Robert Raikes gath- 
ered a number of boys into the home 
of a private family and paid four 
teachers to give them instruction in| 
reading, writing, arithmetic and spell- 
ing. His school met on Sunday. In 
1783 he published an account of this 
work and refers to it as his atteinpt 
et civilization. Religious instruction 
had no part in the curriculum. Be- 
fore the account of this school was 
made public. William Fox had pur-

call was issued and the society was 
organized on September 7, 1785. Be- 
tween the call and the organization of 
the society, Mr. Fox heard for the 
first time of the school of Mr. Raikes. | 
He wrote him and afterwards visited 
him with the result that when the | 
rociety was organized the week: day 
school was abandoned and Sunday was 
selected as the day of the meeting. 

“Within two years after this action 
the Sunday gchool work had spread 
all over England and in 1781 Mr. Fox 
closed out his business and gave the 
next 40 years of his life to the pro- 
motion of the Sunday school cause. 
The teachers in these schools were 
paid for their work until William 
Brodie Gurney offered his services to 
the Sunday school as a_ volunteer 
teach and in 1805 at his suggestion 
was organize! the Sunday school 
nnion for the promotion of the vol- 
unteer idea.” 

Prominent Part. 

Baptists have played a prominent 
part in the development of the Sunday 
school, Mr. Andrews said. giving the 
following examples:

The suit to set aside the will of the 
late R. G. Clark, wealthy Moultrian, 


who died at his home bere on January 
19, on trial in superior court since 
W ednesday, may not reach the jury 
until next week, although a session is 
being held tonight vith the hope that 
the taking of the testimony will be 
culm pleted ” Saturday. 

Mrs. Cynthia McLendon, a niece of 
the deceased, and Henry Clark, a balt- 
brother, the caveators, who claim that 
Mr. Clark’s mental condition 
such that he could not have any 
rational desire as to the disposition 
of his holdings at the time the will 
was drawn, finished the introduction 
ot their testimony this morning. 

The three attesting witnesses, 

cluding James L. Dowling, the at- 
torney who wrote the document, tes- 
tified that Mr. Clark, although a 
critically il man, apparently was 
rormal mentally at the time he dic- 
teted it and when he attached his 
signature to it. One of the witnesses, 
however, .n cross-examination, said 
that as Clark was propped in bed 
and handed the pen, he remarked, 
Boys, almost a dead man is signing 


in- 


Dr. T. M. McIntosh, of Thomasville, 
'who saw Clark on the night of Oc- 
tober 13 and on the morning of Oc- 
| tober 14, the date on which the will 
vas signed ir. his deposition, swore 
that in his opinion Clark was inca- 

| pable of “independent, sustained, and 

| continued thought.” 

Other physicians present who saw 
‘the sick man on the day the will 
' was signed, gave it as their opinion 
that he was in possession of his men- 
tu! faculties and capable of transact- 
ing business. A number of Clark’s 
| friends, summoned as witnesses by 
the proponents of the will, who tes- 
tified to having gone to see him dur- 
ing October, declared that be ar- 
'peared to be in his normal mental! 
state, 

The caveators sougbt to establish 
that because of the constant and in- 
| tense pain from which Clark suffered 
| that it was necessary for physicians 
to administer opiates at intervals of 
from four to six hours, and pbysi- 
| clans were questioned at great length 
as to the effect of morphine on the 
intellectual and perceptive centers of 
| the brain. Several Witnesses swore 
that on December 15, the date on 
which the codicil of the will was writ- 
ten and signed, that Clark was de- 
lirious at frequent intervals and talk- 
ed at random. 

The attending physician asserted 
that, to the best of his knowledge, 
Clark had six bypodermies of mor- 
phine during the 12 hours preceding 
the signing of the eodicil. The nurse's 
chart for the night of October 18, the

daybefore the will was signed, showed 
that one of the hypodermics admin- 
istered to the patient contained three- 
fourths of a grain of morphine, but 
J. F. Monk, and George F. Clark, 
two of the executors of the will, and 
both of whom said they looked over 
the chart that night swore that at that 
time, the chart didn’t show such a 
heavy dose of morphine.

tution act of 1920 as a measure of 
veasonable political protection to in- 
vest in railroad property.”
